oreword 


SPECIALLY  interesting  among  the  objects  in  the  present 


sale  is  the  mahogany  claw-and-ball-foot  card  table  [Number 


256],  w  hich  is  considered  unique  ot  its  kind  as  being  the  only 
authenticated  New  England  Chippendale  card  table  refuting  any 
possibility  of  an  English  origin.  The  table  was  made  by  John 
Goddard  of  Newport,  R.  I.,  and  is  identical  in  construction  and 
design  with  the  important  Goddard  tea  table  which  realized  the 
sensational  bid  of  $29,000  at  the  sale  of  the  Collection  of  the  late 
Philip  Flayderman.  The  history  attaching  to  the  piece  records  it  as 
having  been  in  the  possession  of  a  family  in  Edgartown,  Martha's 
Vineyard,  since  the  time  it  was  made.  Equally  interesting  is  the 
group  of  heirlooms  that  was  originally  owned  by  General  Samuel 
Strong  of  Yergennes,  Vermont,  who  gained  distinction  as  a  com- 
mander during  the  War  of  1812.  The  objects  [Numbers  21,  102, 
and  103]  are  a  cherry  chest-on-chest  in  the  Chippendale  tradition, 
a  set  of  six  late  Sheraton  decorated  chairs,  and  an  attractive  Shef- 
field plate  tea  urn  with  an  engraved  inscription  which  records  its 
original  ownership.  These  objects  have  remained  in  the  possession 
of  the  Strong  family  until  quite  recently.  To  select  at  random  a  few 
pieces  whose  interest  lies  purely  in  their  intrinsic  worth,  we  should 
like  to  draw  attention  to  the  Sheraton  mahogany  card  table  [Number 
209],  whose  carved  eagle  decoration  would  seem  to  indicate  the 
work  of  Mclntire  of  Salem,  and  a  well  proportioned  walnut  scroll- 
top  highboy  with  claw-and-ball  feet  [Number  275],  which  we  feel 
may  confidently  be  attributed  to  William  Savery  of  Philadelphia. 

The  furniture  is  complemented  by  a  choice  group  of  Stiegel, 
Ohio,  and  Jersey  glass,  decorative  small  objects,  and  hooked  rugs. 

Mr.  Flayderman  unreservedly  guarantees  the  authenticity  of 
every  item  as  catalogued.

Note:  An  examination  of  this  card  table  instantly  recalls  to  mind 
the  John  Goddard  mahogany  tea  table  that  was  the  outstanding  item  of 
the  Collection  of  the  late  Philip  Flayderman,  sold  at  these  Galleries  in 
January,  1930.  Compared,  detail  for  detail,  the  similarity  in  design  and 
quality  is  striking,  and  there  can  be  no  question  that  the  cabinet-maker 
who  produced  that  table  also  executed  the  present  one.  The  piece  retains 
its  original  finish,  and  excepting  two  corner  blocks  missing  from  the  rear 
legs  and  a  missing  part  of  the  pine  lining  of  the  drawer  (which  has 
been  left  unremedied)  it  is  in  its  original  state.  We  believe  this  to  be 
the  only  authenticated  New  England  Chippendale  card  table  that  has 
as  yet  been  discovered. 

An  accompanying  affidavit,  written  on  the  back  of  a  photograph 
of  the  table,  reads  as  follows: 

'This  mahogany  table  with  ball  and  claw  feet  in  front  and  Dutch 
rear  feet  has  always  been  in  the  immediate  possession  of  the  Pease 
family  until  sold  to  Mr.  Flayderman.  It  was  given  to  me  by  my  father, 
Clarence  Pease,  who  received  it  from  his  father,  Nelson  Pease.  Nelson 
Pease  was  given  the  table  by  his  father,  my  great-great-grandfather, 
Charles  Pease.  Charles  Pease's  original  home  was  in  Martha's  Vineyard, 
from  where  he  moved  to  Colchester,  Conn.,  and  took  the  table  with  him. 
He  received  the  table  from  his  grandfather,  Nathaniel,  who  lived  at 
Edgartown,  M.  V.  [SiffncJ]  J.  C.  Pease' 

Since  Newport  was  a  cultural  and  industrial  centre  for  that  part  of 
New  England,  it  is  logical  to  assume  that  the  original  owner  purchased 
this  table  directly  from  Goddard  and  had  it  shipped  the  shorl  distance 
to  Martha's  Vineyard.
